ed by officials of that road. Fig­ 
ures contained in the statem ent 
indicate that the Frisco is in the 
tx'st position since 1931. 
“For the first six m onths or 
1936". 
the 
statem ent continues, 
“the Frisco had a credit balance 
before interest 
of only $182.400 
less than It had for the entire year 
of 1935. It should be pointed out 
that the last six months of a 
calendar year are always the best 
earning months for railroads. 
"Passenger 
revenue 
on

Frisco for the first six m onths of 
the present year showed an in­ 
crease of 25.8 per cent as com ­ 
pared to the same period of 1935.

Peculiar Feature* of 
The Chief Newspaper. 
T h e r e were several things about 
these early issues of the Chief 
which shotiId be remembered. 
The first was that it flew at 
its masthead ft motto, devised by i 
Mr. Boeman. which no newspaper 
of today could dare follow: This 
read as follows; “Hew to the line, 
let the chips fall where they mayV 
I believe that the good old Co- 
manrhe Chief lived tip to this 
motto until it was driven upon 
the rocks, by the expression of 
opinions which were not popular 
A second fact to be remembered 
is that two of the four pages of 
the blanket 
sheet 
were devoted 
to the 
reproduction 
of 
cattle 
marks and brands. The pictures 
7 of these were engraved with a 
po< kct knife by Mr. Boeman upon 
the bottoms of some large wood­ 
en display type. 
The third striking fact was that 
the paper was the western most 
or “last”, paper to be published 
at that time in Texas It was on 
the very edge of the frontier, 
and It boasted to be the “official 
organ of seventy counties", even 
though the lot of them, except i m a fcc upon 
Comanche and Brownwood. prob- 
¡OVf. 0f 
ably did not total seventy people. 
How’ it broke our hearts with en­ 
vy when, one day, a wagon pass­ 
ed through town with an outfit 
for a 
paper 
to 
be 
started 
at 
Brownwood, which would replace 
us as the organ of most of the 
seventy counties. It was to be the 
"Brownwood 
Banner.” 
Perhaps 
there are more than a hundred 
newspapers published 
today 
in 
this vast territory which the Chlet 
once claimed as its sole field 
An Old Time Printer. 
My brother. Josiah Wilkins Hill, 
was a grand nephew of the same 
Wilkins Tanehill for whom the 
Tannelull Masonic Lodge of this 
city was named, and of the same 
family to which the late Sam P. 
Cochran belonged. He was one 
of eight of Vis children wTho were 
left orphaned by the Civil war 
and scattered 
in 
practically 
as 
many 
different 
localities 
and 
families to 
live 
among

relatives. He became a ward of

Josh i a 
Wilkins Stout, who

his brother

South. Dr. Stout's wife

Through the tnfleunces 
of the latter, she obtained for 
young Josiah an appointment to l 
the United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, but he refused to

acvpt the opportunity and ran 
away to learn the printers trade.

upon the Nashville American d u r-1

Hie years adjacent to 1870.

as a journeyman printer., 
after the m anner of their kind., 
he

ville. Memphis. Galveston. Austin 
and 
Waco. He could not have 
been o\er twenty one years of 
age when he reached Comanche. 
As a young man in Comanche 
my brother was jovial, playful and
